This  is  unsatisfactory  in  Masham  and  Ellingstring, 
although  at  the  time  of  making  the  report,  work  is  in  hand 
for  improvement  of  the  disposal  of  sewage  at  Ellingstring 
and  a  survey  and  report  is  to  be  made  regarding  the  Masham 
sewage  disposal  units.

With  very  few  exceptions,  all  earth  closets  in  Masham 
have  been  converted  to  water-carriage  system.
